To the inhabitants of the town of Lyme, in the county of 
Grafton, in said state, qualified to vote in town affairs. 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town of Lyme on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act up- 
on the following articles, viz. :— 

1. Tochoose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

2. To see what compensation the town will allow its 
various officers the ensuing year. . 

3. Tosee what order the town will adopt in relation 
to the Savings Bank tax the ensuing year. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may he thought 
necessary for making and repairing highways the ensuing 
year, and direct whether it shall be paid in money or labor. 

5. To raise such sums of money as may be thought 
necessary to defray town expenses the ensuing year. 

6. To see what compensation the town will allow the 
School Board the ensuing year. 

7. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of chapter 57, Public Statutes in relation to the distribution 
of inventory blanks. 

8. To see if the town will appropriate twenty-five dol- 
lars to be used by the G. A. R. to pay expenses on Deco- 
ration Day. 

9. ‘To see ifthe town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way leading from the Grafton turnpike, easterly, known 
as the Tinkham town road. 

10. Tosee if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way leading from Benjamin C. Newell’s south line to the 
former residence of John S. Goodell. 

11. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way leading from the Grafton turnpike near Henry Pratt’s 

residence, westerly to buildings formerly owned by David 

Turner.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In coming before the district with this, the seventh annu- 
al report under the town system of schools as prescribed 
by law, we are glad to be able to say that the schools for the 
past year have been successful as a whole. We do not say 
perfect, for it takes many good points to make a perfect 
school. Of course much depends upon the selection of. 
teachers. We have endeavored as far as was practicable 
to obtain experienced teachers, keeping those we have 
used and found successful, if possible. But with the num- 
ber of schools, the inhabitants of the district insist upon 
having, it cannot be done in every case. We have em- 
ployed the past year twenty-three different teachers, six 
only teaching for the first time. We wish to express to 
the teachers of the past year our grateful thanks for their 
earnest, faithful efforts for the welfare of the children un- 
der their charge. 

With very few exceptions, a pleasant relationship has 
exhisted between pupils and teachers, and where any un- 
pleasantness has occurred we believe the cause has been 
with the parents, rather than with teachers and pupils. 

Asa rule the disturbances in our country schools are not 
caused by the pupils and teachers, but by those outside 
the school. Wedo not claim that teachers are perfect in 
judgment. We know they are not. And they always 
need the assistance of parents to make the school a success. 
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We again urge upon every parent in town the impor- 
tance of taking interest enough in the education and wel- 
fare of the children under their keeping to visit the schools 
and judge for themselves as to their welfare. 

If they do not ntanifest even this much interest as to 
their education, can they expect one can be hired to do it? 

Schools have been maintained in some portion of the 
year in all the old districts. In the summer the scholars 
in Number Eleven were conveyed to Number Three.- Inthe 
_fall a school was maintained in Number Eleven and none in 
Number Three. In summer and fall number ten was carried 
to Number One. In winter a school was maintained in Num- 
ber Ten. Our summer schools were somewhat broken by 
sickness—Numbers Four and Thirteen losing their summer 
entirely on account of measles. 

In Number One both Grammar and Primary schools were 
closed at the end of six weeks, on account of scarletina. 
Hence our schools could not be made to share alike in 
number of weeks schooling. 

- We find the names of 90 children on the Roll of Honor, 
soine for two and some for three terms. 

There has been an aggregate of 305 weeks school the 
past year, and 254 children have received instruction. 

The registers show only 80 visits made by parents. 
They also show 6,776 instances of absence by pupils. 
There are half-day absences equal to 3,388 days, making, 
incredible as it may seem 26 years schooling lost, allow- 
ing 26 weeks to the year. 

It is with feelings of some satisfaction that on examining 
the State Superinteneut’s report for Grafton County for the 
year ending March 1, 1892, we find that Lyme, with its 26 
weeks schooling for the year, ranks third in the County 
as to number of, weeks with our amount of school revenue. 
And first taking into consideration the number of different 
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schools sustained, and for the past year we can report 27 
weeks in nearly all parts of the district. 

Now when we begin the school year of ’93, let us parents, 
committee and pupils all take hold and, working together 
for the best interest of education, make ’93 to be remem- 
bered by our children as one of great progress.
